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WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan  said 
Thursday  that  high  interest  rates  pose  “the 
greatest  single  threat”  to  the  American  economy, 
but  insisted  his  embattled  tax  and  budget  programs 
will  reverse  the  tide  and  pull  the  nation  from  reces¬ 
sion. 

The  president  also  declared  he  has  “no  plans  to 
send  American  combat  troops  into  action”  in  El 
Salvador  or  anywhere  else  around  the  world.  He 
declined  to  spell  out,  however,  the  U.S.  options  for 
future  support  of  the  ruling  junta  in  that  Central 
American  nation,  besieged  by  leftist  guerrillas. 

As  his  budget  director,  David  Stockman,  had 
done  a  day  earlier,  Reagan  left  the  door  open  to 
revision  and  compromise  with  a  wary  Congress 
over  his  big-deficit,  $757.6  billion  spending  plan  for 
next  year,  He  told  his  critics:  “Come  up  with  some 
specific  suggestions  .  .  .  we’ll  take  a  look.” 

But  Reagan,  in  his  eighth  news  conference  as 
president,  made  it  clear  he  does  not  feel  there  is 
much  room  for  trimming  his  proposed  18  percent 
boost  in  defense  spending.  “We  cannot  back  away 
on  national  defense,”  he  said,  without  sending  the 
wrong  signal  to  friend  and  foe  alike. 

As  for  calls  to  back  off  the  massive  tax  cuts  he 
won  last  year,  Reagan  said  the  three-year  program 


still  “represents  the  strongest  thing  we  have”  to¬ 
ward  restoring  productivity.  “To  abandon  our  tax 
policy  now  would  be  giving  up  a  fundamental  thing 
that  is  required,”  he  added. 

Reagan  seemed  to  sidestep  the  earlier  forecasts 
of  his  advisers  of  a  strong  economic  turnaround  by 
mid-year.  “I  believe  ...  in  the  coming  year  I  think 
we’re  going  to  see  the  recession  bottom  out  and 
we’re  gping  to  see  interest  rates  begin  to  fall .  .  . 
and  the  beginning  signs  of  a  recovery,”  he  said. 
“I’m  just  not  going  to  be  pinned  down  on  a  date.” 

The  president,  dressed  in  a  brown  suit,  white 
shirt  and  brown  tie,  was  clearly  sensitive  about 
stories  which  pointed  up  factual  errors  in  his  pre¬ 
vious  news  conference,  on  Jan.  19. 

In  his  opening  statement,  Reagan  remarked  he 
wouldn’t  estimate  how  much  government  had  spent 
in  just  the  time  it  took  him  to  enter  the  East  Room, 
because  “you’d  find  me  wrong.” 

At  the  end,  Reagan  said  in  the  nationally  broad¬ 
cast  session:  “You  don’t  really  want  to  get  into  all 
those  mistakes  you  said  that  I  made  the  last  time, 
do  you?  Because  I’d  like  you  to  know  that  docu¬ 
mentation  proves  the  score  was  five  to  one  in  my 
favor.”  Aides  flatly  refused  to  release  that  “docu¬ 
mentation.” 


The  president  also  ducked  several  questions,  re¬ 
fusing  six  times  to  answer  foreign-policy  questions 
because,  he  said,  providing  specific  answers  “is  just 
giving  away  things  that  reduce  your  leverage.” 

Meanwhile,  he  announced  that  he  will  soon  name 
a  panel  of  private  citizens  to  search  out  waste  and 
inefficiency  in  the  government  with  an  eye  to  furth¬ 
er  reductions  in  the  budget. 

“This  will  be  the  largest  effort  of  its  kind  ever 
mounted  to  save  tax  dollars,”  Reagan  said.  “I  ex¬ 
pect  them  to  roll  up  their  sleeves  and  search  out 
waste  and  inefficiency  .  .  .”  he  said.  “We  mean 
business  and  we  intend  to  get  results.” 

Reagan  affirmed  that  Defense  Secretary  Caspar 
Weinberger  “was  representing  the  United  States” 
when  he  discussed  possible  sales  of  missile  laun¬ 
chers  and  F-16  jets  to  Jordan,  an  episode  which 
drew  a  severe  protest  from  Israel.  “We’re  not  just 
an  arms  supplier”  said  Reagan,  adding  that  he 
doesn’t  believe  Weinberger’s  mission  “was  correct¬ 
ly  portrayed  in  some  of  the  stories.” 

Asked  whether  there  are  any  circumstances 
under  which  he  might  use  U,S.  troops  in  El  Salva¬ 
dor,  Reagan  replied,  “Well,  maybe  if  they  dropped 
a  bomb  on  the  White  House  I  might  get  mad.”

One  of  the  proposed  revisions  does  away 
with  a  law  that  does  not  allow  cities  and  coun¬ 
ties  to  share  income  resources,  Snow  said.  He 
cited  a  situation  in  Vernal  as  an  example.  “The 
resources  are  in  the  county.  And  yet  the  peo¬ 
ple  and  schools  are  in  the  city,”  he  said. 

He  said  that  under  present  law  no  sharing 
of  resources  can  occur,  and  he  hopes  the  im¬ 
aginary  boundary  lines  between  city  and 
county  resources,  which  have  been  drawn  in 
the  past,  can  be  erased. 

Another  example  is  the  Intermountain 
Power  Project.  Snow  said  that  under  present 
tax  structures  the  schools  in  Millard  County 
will  lose  $9  million.  Because  the  plant  is  in  the 
county  and  schools  are  in  the  cities,  these 
taxes  cannot  go  to  the  county’s  public  educa¬ 
tion  programs.  Snow  said  because  the  plant  is 
owned  by  23  municipalities  throughout  the 
state  it  is  not  on  Millard  County’s  tax  roll. 

The  revisions  that  will  appear  on  the  elec¬ 
tion  ballot  are  similar  to  Proposition  2,  which 
was  defeated  in  the  last  general  election.  A 
benefit  of  passing  the  revision  will  be  that  the 
Legislature  will  then  have  the  power  to  shift 
some  of  the  property-tax  burdens  the  people 
in  the  State  are  feeling. 

If  the  revisions  do  not  pass,  Snow  said, 
many  people’s  property  taxes  are  set  to  go  as 
much  as  20  percent  higher.

Gallbladder  problem 
sends  Arnold  to  hospital

Frank  Arnold  wa^  admitted  to 
Utah  Valley  Hospital  Thurs¬ 
day  morning  for  treatment  of  a 
gallbladder  condition,  said 
Dr.  Gordon  Brown,  a  radiolog¬ 
ist  who  was  treating  Arnold  on 
Thursday. 

According  to  Brown,  physi¬ 
cians  will  continue  to  monitor 
Arnold’s  condition,  but 
“surgery  may  be  necessary.” 
The  decision  to  perform  the 
surgery  will  probably  be  made 
by  this  morning,  Brown  said. 

Chest  pains 

Arnold  experienced  chest 
pains  and  labored  breathing 
early  Thursday,  but  contrary 
to  rumors,  tests  have  ruled  out 
cardiac  problems,  said  Dr. 
John  Frischknecht,  the  car¬ 
diologist  who  first  attended 
Arnold. 

Frischknecht  said,  “He 
(Arnold)  has  not  had  a  heart 
attack  ...  his  heart  is  OK.” 

Brown  said  Arnold  has 
“acute  inflammation  of  the 
gallbladder.” 

If  surgery  is  necessary, 
Arnold  is  expected  to  be  in  the 
hospital  for  five  days,  then 
spend  two  weeks  at  home  be¬ 
fore  returning  to  work,  said 
Paul  Richards,  BYU  public 
communications  director.

In  Arnold’s  absence,  assis¬ 
tant  basketball  coach  Roger 
Reid  will  assume  the  head 
coaching  duties,  according  to  a 
prepared  statement  released 
by  Dave  Schulthess,  BYU 
sports  information  director.

Wood  said  President  Ezra  Taft 
Benson  of  the  LDS  Council  of  the 
Twelve  will  dedicate  the  two  monu¬ 
ments.  She  said  a  program  honoring 
Fairbanks  will  include  Gov.  Scott  M. 
Matheson,  the  Utah  Valley  Sym¬ 
phony  Orchestra  under  the  direction 
of  Ralph  Laycock  and  the  Provo  City 
Women’s  Chorus.

He  broke  into  U.S.

A  young  man  from  El  Salvador 
who  walked  from  Central  America 
to  Salt  Lake  City  has  been  sent¬ 
enced  to  federal  prison  for  illegally 
entering  the  country  following  pre¬ 
vious  deportation  as  an  illegal  alien. 

Oscar  Leonardo  Hernandez,  23, 
has  been  sentenced  to  18  months  in 
federal  prison  on  charges  of  re¬ 
entry  of  a  deported  alien,  a  felony. 

Robert  H.  Copier,  a  court- 
appointed  lawyer  for  the  Salvador¬ 
an,  said  Hernandez  was  arrested 
Nov.  25,  in  Salt  Lake  City  by  im¬ 
migration  officers  and  has  been  held 
in  Salt  Lake  County  Jail. 

Jim  Dabakis,  a  talk-show  host  for 
KWMS  radio  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
went  to  the  jail  to  talk  to  Hernandez 


about  his  situation.  According  to, 
Debakis,  Hernandez’s  only  crime 
“is  that  he  keeps  breaking  into 
America.”  Debalds  said  Hernandez 
“walked  across  Central  America, 
Mexico  and  the  United  States  to 
Utah  four  times,  only  to  be  flown 
back  El  Salvador  or  Honduras  ev¬ 
ery  single  time.” 

“When  he  arrives  here,  he  works 
for  one  of  the  big  hotels  in  down¬ 
town  Salt  Lake  City  washing  dis¬ 
hes.  He  makes  minimum  wage,  and 
life  is  grand  when  he  can  do  that.” 

In  his  talk  show,  Dabakis  has 
been  able  to  arouse  considerable  in¬ 
terest  in  the  Hernandez  situation 
and  has  had  several  people  call 
offering  to  sponsor  him,  along  with 
some  women  “offering  to  marry  him 
so  he  can  stay.” 


According  to  Debakis,  Hernan¬ 
dez  has  tried  to  get  citizenship  in 
United  States,  but:  “They  won’t 
give  it  to  him  .  .  .  because  there  are 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  in 
El  Salvador  who  are  requesting 
citizenship  because  of  the  things 
that  are  going  on  down  there.  The 
possibility  of  him  getting  citizenship 
and  getting  here  legally  is  zero.” 

The  government  is  spending  a 
fortune  supporting,  a  man  in  prison 
“who  just  wants  to  wash  dishes,” 
Debakis  said. 

Copier  said  that  after  negotia¬ 
tions  “within  the  system,”  the  prob¬ 
ation  department  has  recomended 
that  Hernandez  be  sent  to  a  level- 
one  facility.  He  said  a  level-one  pris¬ 
on  is  a  camp  with  no  fences,  it  gives 
the  prisoners  recreational  facilities 
and  a  place  to  work. 


No  U.S.  combat  troops 
to  help  in  El  Salvador 


SAN  SALVADOR,  El  Salvador 
(AP)  —  Lt.  Gen.  Wallace  H.  Nutting, 
the  senior  U.S.  army  commander  in 
Latin  America,  said  Thursday  there 
are  no  plans  to  send  U.S.  combat 
troops  to  help  El  Salvador’s  gov¬ 
erning  junta  battle  left-wing  guer¬ 
rillas. 

Nutting,  chief  of  the  Panama-based 
U.S.  Southern  Command,  spoke  with 
reporters  as  he  ended  a  48-hour  fact¬ 
finding  visit. 

He  also  said  that  while  no  options 
have  been  closed,  “no  active  consid¬ 
eration  is  being  given  to  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  more  (American  military) 
trainers,”  and  “this  has  not  been  sug¬ 


gested”  at  official  levels. 

“I  do  not  at  this  point  see  (Amer¬ 
ican  military  advisers)  going  into  the 
field,”  he  added. 

In  response  to  a  question  about 
alleged  human  rights  violations  by 
government  forces,  the  general  said 
he  believed  the  top  military  comman¬ 
ders  when  they  told  him  they  were 
trying  to  end  abuses  attributed  to 
their  troops. 

His  news  conference  was  at  the  Ilo- 
pango  military  airport  east  of  San  Sal¬ 
vador  where  guerrillas  destroyed  a 
number  of  Salvadoran  air  force  planes 
and  helicopters  in  a  daring  raid  Jan. 
27. 


In  Washington,  President  Reagan 
told  a  news  conference  earlier  in  the 
day  he  has  “no  plans  to  send  American 
combat  troops  into  action”  in  El  Sal¬ 
vador  or  anywhere  else.  But  he  said  it 
would  serve  no  purpose  to  discuss 
other  options  under  consideration  to 
assist  El  Salvador’s  civilian-military 
junta.

It’s  time  once  again  for  another  Ute-Cougar  go 
around. 

Although  neither  team  is  battling  for  top  honors 
in  the  Western  Athletic  Conference  this  year, 
tonight’s  game  still  has  the  potential  of  being  an 
exciting  one  because  a  well-established  rivalry  ex¬ 
ists  between  the  schools. 

The  Cougars  will  meet  Utah  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  anyone  who  remembers  last  year’s  game  in  the 
Special  Events  Center  knows  what  that  means.

Festival  of  Arts 
presented  tonight 


provides  variety

A  menagerie  of  feelings,  moods  and 
worlds  was  professionally  displayed 
in  the  modern  dance  department’s 
annual  presentation  of  “Dance  in  Con¬ 
cert,”  Thursday  evening. 

Skillful  choreography  and  dance 
performance,  combined  with  a  well- 
rounded  program,  provided  an  even¬ 
ing  of  entertainment  and  variety. 

Getting  the  show  off  to  a  lively 
start,  “Deeper  and  to  the  Right” 
proved  to  be  full  of  action  and  enthu¬ 
siasm.  Dancers  hit  distinct  positions 
with  accuracy,  then  continued  on 
quickly  yet  smoothly.

Accompanied  by  classical  Mozart, 
“Affectionate  Infirmeries”  centered 
around  the  crutch,  using  it  as  an  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  human  figure.  Light 
humor  was  present  as  dancers  de¬ 
monstrated  how  the  crutch  could 
creatively  extend  human  movement. 

“Rain  Makes  Applesauce,”  the  fea¬ 
tured  work,  was  a  fantastic  world  of 
fantasy  created  on  stage.

Milk  for  students  gets 
quicker ,  better  TLC

Milk  from  B  YU’s  400  Holsteins 
is  processed  for  consumption  by 
BYU  students  faster  and  more 
efficiently  than  ever  before, 
thanks  to  new  equipment  now  in 
use  at  the  BYU  Daily  Products 
Laboratory,  a  lab  official  said. 


gallons  of  milk  a  day;  85  to  90 
percent  of  that  goes  to  fluid  milk, 
the  rest  to  cheese  or  ice  cream. 


“Most  of  the  milk  goes  to  cam¬ 
pus  dormitories  and  cafeterias,” 
Johnson  said.  “BYU  students 
like  milk.”  The  milk  that  isn’t 
used  on  campus  is  packaged  and 
sold  in  the  lab’s  store,  he  said. 


Ralph  Johnson,  campus  dairy 
products  manager,  said  a  new 
homogenizer,  pasteurizer  and 
separator  more  than  double  the 
capacity  of  the  dairy  lab.  They 
are  more  modern,  easier  to  clean 
and  more  economical  than  the 
older  equipment,  which  had  been 
in  use  since  1964. 


The  store,  located  inside  the 
dairy  lab,  adjacent  to  Deseret 
Towers,  “has  provided  the  com¬ 
munity,  the  student  body,  faculty 
and  staff  of  BYU  with  dairy  pro¬ 
ducts  for  years,”  Johnson  said. 


“We  can  process  as  many  as 
1,800  gallons  of  milk  an  hour,” 
Johnson  said.  “But  right  now, 
,  we’re  processing  1,600  to  1,700 


The  dairy  lab  employs  four  full¬ 
time  workers,  he  said.  “One 
drives  the  4,000-gallon  milk  tank¬ 
er  to  and  from  the  BYU  Dairy  in 
Spanish  Fork  every  day,  one 
manages  ice-cream  production, 
one  manages  cheese  production 


and  one  is  my  assistant  mana¬ 
ger,”  Johnson  said.  “We  also 
have  about  15  students  working 
here  part  time  in  one  capacity  or 
another.” 

Johnson  points  with  pride  to 
the  newly  installed  equipment,  in 
use  since  early  January,  as  some 
of  the  best  in  the  industry.  “Even 
though  it’s  good,  the  controls  on 
this  equipment  are  fast  becoming 
obsolete,”  he  said.  “More  tech¬ 
nological  breakthroughs  are. 
being  made  all  of  the  time.” 

Johnson,  along  with  BYU 
Food  Services,  is  planning  to 
open  the  lab  to  the  public  March 
11  to  explain  and  demonstrate 
the  lab’s  new  equipment.  He 
plans  to  explain  the  three-step 
process  of  separating  the  milk, 
homogenizing  it  and  then  pas¬ 
teurizing  it.

In  today’s  society,  the  transfer  of 
insulin  from  animals  to  humans  is  un¬ 
natural  but  ethically  acceptable.  The 
injection  of  human  growth  hormones 
into  would-be  midgets  is  unnatural 
but  ethically  acceptable.  The  use  of 
interferon  as  an  anti-tumor  agent  is 
unnatural  but  ethically  acceptable. 

Yet,  genetic  engineering,  a  process 
that  can  aid  these  processes,  has  been 
considered  unethical  in  the  past. 

According  to  Dr.  Richard  Sagers,  a 
professor  of  microbiology,  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  genetic  engineering  is  to  en¬ 
hance  and  direct  a  natural  process  in 
such  a  way  that  the  beneficial  results 
can  occur  more  often.  “There  is  a 
widespread  exchange  of  genetic,  in¬ 
formation  in  natural  processes.  The 
supposition  that  genetic  engineering 
is  tampering  with  divine  power  is 
based  on  a  misunderstanding  of  what 
is  actually  being  done,”  he  said. 

Genetic  engineering 

Recombinant  DNA  technology, 
commonly  referred  to  as  genetic  en¬ 
gineering,  is  the  transfer  of  genes 
from  one  organism  to  another,  said 
Dr.  Ron  Leavitt,  an  associate  profes¬ 
sor  of  microbiology.  “It  is  simply  a 
wide  variety  of  techniques  orginally 
developed  to  study  the  control  of 
DNA  replication,”  he  said. 

This  technology  is  being  used  for 
such  tasks  as  replicating  insulin  in 
bacterial  cultures,  making  synthetic 
human-growth  hormone,  creating 
vaccines  and  developing  food  strains 
that  are  more  weather  resistant,  said 
Sagers. 

Although  these  processes  are  still 
in  the  testing  stage,  Sagers  said  he 
feels  the  benefits  that  could  be 


obtained  from  genetic  engineering 
make  the  question  of  ethics  almost 
irrelevant.  “If  genetic  engineering 
can  help  people  to  lead  normal  lives, 
then  I  don’t  see  how  it  could  be 
wrong,”  he  said. 

Misconception 

With  the  recent  publicity  of  the 
idea  of  artificially  produced  life, 
Leavitt  feels  that  many  people  have  a 
misconception  that  creation  of  life  is 
the  emphasis  in  genetic  engineering. 
“Although  it  is  conceivable,  and  the 
potential  for  abuse  of  the  technology 
will  be  enormous,  no  one  that  I  know 
of  enters  this  field  with  the  idea  of 
creating  life,”  he  said. 

Dr.  James  Farmer,  an  associate 
professor  of  zoology,  agreed.  “The 
idea  of  creating  humans  is  so  far  away 


it  is  in  the  realm  of  science  fiction,”  he 
said. 

Farmer  added  that  another  fear 
people  have  concerns  germ  warfare, 
which  was  possible  long  before  the 
development  of  genetic  engineering. 
“A  person  would  have  to  be  crazy  to 
try  and  create  genes  that  make  toxins 
because  they  would  boomerang  and 
kill  him,”  he  said. 

Field  advances 

However,  beneficial  experiments 
and  advances  in  this  field  have  cre¬ 
ated  problems  with  industry.  “The 
job  market  is  so  open  right  now  that 
industries  are  hiring  geneticists  away 
from  universities  and  leaving  a  great 
void  where  others  need  instructors,” 
Sager  said. 

Farmer  agreed  the  field  is  open 
right  now,  but  said  he  did  not  feel  the 
openings  would  hold  out  long  enough 
for  freshmen  in  this  major  to  be 
assured  of  a  job.

Expansion  doesn't  mean 
additional  parking  woes

In  spite  of  the  projected  increase  in  seating 
capacity  at  Cougar  Stadium,  there  won’t  be  prob¬ 
lems  with  parking  for  Cougar  fans  if  all  goes  well 
with  the  construction  of  planned  parking,  according 
to  a  BYU  employee. 

Boyd  Datwyler,  BYU  landscape  architect,  said 
parking  will  be  expanded  by  adding  new  parking 


areas  on  planned  intramural  playing  fields.  This 
will  bring  the  total  parking  capacity  for  the  stadium 
to  about  11,300.  “A  Provo  City  ordinance  states 
that  we  must  have  one  parking  stall  for  every  six 
seats,”  he  said. 

“Next  month,  we  plan  to  begin  work  on  the  old 
BYU  rodeo  grounds,”  Datwyler  said.  “We’ll  demol¬ 
ish  some  old  structures,  moye  out  the  compost  piles 
used  by-the  grounds  department,  fill  the  area,  level 
it,  install  a  sprinkling  system  and  plant  grass.” 

Most  of  the  Work  will  get  under  way  as  soon  as 
the  ground  dries  out  enough,  said  Norman  Faldmo, 
BYU  director  of  planning  and  architecture. 

“Parking  vehicles  on  grass  playing  fields  is  done 
all  the  time  at  larger  football  facilities  like  the  Rose 
Bowl,”  Datwyler  said.  “We  won’t  be  doing  any¬ 
thing  new.” 

Faldmo  agrees  that  this  kind  of  parking  is  not 
new,  since  vehicles  have  been  allowed  to  park  on 
grass  west  of  the  stadium  for  some  time.  “But  we 
have  to  be  careful  of  the  kind  of  base  we  use  for  the 
grass  on  the  new  fields,”  he  said.  “We  don’t  want 
ruts  there.” 

Faldmo  said  he  anticipates  some  sort  of  sandy 
base  being  used  under  the  sod,  though  the  actual 
composition  of  the  material  is  still  under  study. 


Lt.  Michael  Harroun,  manager  of  traffic  ser¬ 
vices,  is  also  optimistic  about  the  traffic  and  park¬ 
ing  situation  the  stadium  expansion  will  bring. 
“The  stadium  will  have  a  capacity  of  66,000,  but 
that  doesn’t  necessarily  mean  66,000  people  will 
each  bring  his  own  car,”  he  said.  “We  may  have  to 
hire  12  to  i5  additional  officers  to  help  the  traffic 
flow  smoothly,  but  we’re  not  sure  yet.  We’ll  have  to 
make  our  plans  on  a  game-to-game  basis.” 


A  grace  period  which 
will  extend  through 
Feb.  28  has  been 
granted  to  all  young 
men  who  have  not  yet 
registered  with  the 
Selective  Service  Sys¬ 
tem,  said  Selective  Ser¬ 
vice  Director  Thomas  K.

The  announcement

failed  to  register. 

Registration  is  re¬ 
quired  of  all  young  men 
born  since  Jan.  1,  1960, 
and  who  have  reached 
their  18th  birthday, 
Tumage  said. 

After  Feb.  28,  the 
Selective  Service,  in 
coordination  with  the 
Department  of  Justice, 
will  carry  out  a  program 
of  full  compliance  with 
the  registration  law,  a 
press  statement  says. 
Those  who  are  not  reg¬ 


istered  may  face  a  fine  of 
up  to  $10,000  arid/or  a 
penalty  of  up  to  five 
years  in  prison. 

Col.  Leland  D.  Ford, 
Utah  state  director  of 
Selective  Service,  said 
compliance  with  the 
draft  in  Utah,  under  the 
extension,  is  slightly  be¬ 
low  the  national  aver¬ 
age.  “Registration  can 
be  accomplished  in  a  few 
minutes  at  any  post 
office,”  said  Ford.  “A 
form  asking  for  the  per- 
son’s  name,  date  of 
birth,  address,  tele¬ 
phone  number  and  social 
security  number  must 
be  filled  out.”  Ford  also 
said  the  young  men 
should  bring  some  form 
of  identification  with 
them  — a  driver’s 
license  or  birth  certifi¬ 
cate. 

As  of  Sept.  30,  about 
6.6  million  men  had  reg- 
istered  and  about 
800,000  had  not,  said  a 
report  by  the  Selective 
Service.  “Apparently, 
there  are  a  number  of 
young  men  who  are  not 


aware  of  the  require¬ 
ment  to  register  or  who 
have  neglected  to  do 
so,”  Ford  said. 
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Good  essay  might  win  house

With  the  economy  on  the  downswing,  homeow¬ 
ners  have  devised  various  means  to  sell  their 
homes.  One  of  the  most  controversial  is  through 
raffles,  lotteries  and  contests. 

An  advertisement  for  one  such  contest,  titled 
“House  Contest  Essay,”  ran  two  days  in  the  classi¬ 
fied  ad  section  of  The  Daily  Universe. 

The  advertisement,  which  ran  Feb.  9  and  10, 
asked  participants  to  submit  $100  and  a  one-page 
essay  explaining  why  they  would  like  to  live  in  a 
four-bedroom,  colonial-style  house  in  Lindon. 

According  to  the  advertisement,  if  there  are  not 
2,000  entrants,  the  money  will  be  refunded. 

The  “raffle”  of  a  house  is  not  a  new  thing,  said 
Kelly  Perry,  an  official  with  the  Utah  County  Bet¬ 
ter  Business  Bureau.  “We’ve  already  received 
many  calls  concerning  such  ads,”  Perry  said. 

Dr.  Dallas  Burnett,  executive  editor  of  The  Daily 
Universe,  said  the  contest  did  not  constitute  a  lot¬ 
tery,  which  is  illegal  in  Utah.  “A  lottery  is  legal  if  it 
involves  skill,”  said  Perry,  “and  this  contest  does 
require  an  essay.” 

The  owners  of  the  house,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank 
Mageno,  stand  to  receive  $200,000  for  the  house  if 


enough  people  enter  the  contest.  “We’re  starting  to 
run  ads  in  other  states,”  Mrs.  Mageno  said.  “We 
had  heard  about  it  being  done  in  California,  but  we 
wanted  it  to  be  legal,  so  we  talked  it  over  with  the 
attorney  general.  We  also  have  an  attorney  who 
will  control  the  money  and  make  sure  the  house 
goes  to  the  winners.” 

Although  the  owners  have  made  plans  to  “raffle” 
their  house,  realtor  Dave  Hansen  said  he  had  not 
heard  anything  about  it.  Hansen  said  the  house  is 
scheduled  to  be  foreclosed,  and  can  be  sold  by 
Western  Mortgage  Loan  Co.  after  May  8.  The 
Magenos  are  behind  in  their  payments  on  the 
house,  according  to  Hansen  and  an  official  of  the 
Utah  County  recorder’s  office. 

“We’ve  put  a  lot  of  money  into  that  house,”  said 
Mrs.  Mageno.  “If  this  contest  isn’t  successful,  we 
may  lose  our  down  payment,” 
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
